: NEBRASKA WEEDS. 


Hew Grasses Mave Spread and 
Pepalative Increased. 

To the average mind the weed is 
only interesting when it comes in the 
way as an annoyance, but from a bo- 
tanical standpoint it is as reputable a 
plant as any other and even more so, 
for while the usefal plant grows where 
it is put and quits when requested to, 
the weed ruccessfully for 
existence under all sorts of unfavor- 
able conditions. The Nebraska weeds 
are partly native and partly intro- 
duced. The plant which, all things 
considered, is the worst weed from the 

lar point of view is the Sand 
— It usually grows low, but when 
found on better soil, stands thick and 
reaches 18 to 24 inches or more. It 
grows al the rivers and barren 
sands as well as better land, and when 
left in unworked soil it stands no show 
against other native grasses, but when 
the farmer began to break up the soil 
to kill out other roots it found its op- 
opportunity to go up and take posses- 
sion of the land. 

Buffalo bar is a which is “ype 
spreading all over plains. It is al- 
most as troublesome as the Sand bur. 

The sunflower of the plains is the 
original of the plant ( Helian- 
thus annuus). It is small, — 10 
to 12 inches high, but w the 
proand is broken by /pawing of buffa- 
oes or the wheels of wagons it is as 
vigorous as the tame species, with sev- 
eral branches and great beads. There 
is a tradition that the sanflower was 
introduced by the Mormons and Bri 
ham Young's boast was that he — 
the desert to blossom as the rose, but 
this is all an error. The plant doubt- 
less sprang up abundantly along the 
Mormon trail, but so it did everywhere 
the ground was stirred. When the 
seeds were planted there or where 
they came from, whether the plant 
developed from something else or was 
introduced no one will ever know. 

Squirrel tail or tickle grass (Hor- 
deum jubatum) is abundant. It 
came from the sandy margins of riyers 
whence it has spread to the roadside 
and fields since the advent of man. 
It is an annual and cannot compete 
with the perennials until the sod is 
broken and affords a foothold for the 
seed, when it spreads rapidly. 

Tumble weeds abound everywhere, 
but do not get to be tumble weeds for 
lack of size nutil the ground is broken 
and the soil disturbed.
